Essentially, my reasons 
for camping are to get bark 
to the basics of life ....

To “commune 
with nature” is an old 
workhorse of an expressioiv 
but how true it is 

Once in God’s Country (as 
much of our natural areas 
are called) it is so easy to 
free yourself aaid become a 
part of nature ... to steep 
yourself in all the millennia 
it took for a particular ake 
it took for a particular lake 
to become what it is, or the 
particular character or per¬ 
sonality of a dark, myster¬ 
ious forest! To become a 
part of it again . . • your 
soul and its melding into 
one! Like sitting along a 
rushing river . . . nighttime 
... a warming fire . . . and 
feeling the primitivenes.s of 
this simple act! Beautiful! 

When I was in college 
camping meant “tenting” it 
in some remote area of the 
rugged desert, braving the 
frigid nighttime temper a - 
hires, shoring up the small 
tent against the insistent de¬ 
sert winds, accepting the 
handful of sand and ashes 
and desert grit with early 
morning’s bacon and "fried” 
(cremated eggs. Or putting 
up with the scorpion that 
happened to find refuge be¬ 
neath my sleeping bag as I 
slept peacefully on the hard 
desert ground! But I loved 
it! 

Or tenting could mean a 
pine-studded island in north¬ 
ern Canada where I lived 
for two years amid the glor¬ 
ies of the "bush country.” 
Fantastic! Whipping a bait¬ 
ed line in the calm, early 
morning waters of the lake 
as the canoe glides ever so 
quietly. Twelve pounds of 
fighting northern pike hits 
hard! Then it’s fish for 


breakfast! Sitting around a 
crackling campfire, listening 
to loons far across the lake. 
Then snuggling into the 
pine-bough lean-to to wait 
for the night sounds of rac¬ 
coon and bear! T h a t’s 
camping!! 

However, there is another 
side to today’s camping. 
Ideals stay the same, per¬ 
haps, hut the method is what 
changes!
